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Latest papers from home indicate that 
the Beck scandal is far from dead, and that 
additional prominence has been given to it 
by the publication of.the report of the Master 
of the Rolls and his colleagues.» ‘The Com- 
missioners seem to have insisted on pro- 
bing the circumstances as far as WAS pos: 
sible, to the very bottom, examining impar- 
tically judges, advocates, officials, policemen, 
and all who were in any public sense res- 
ponsible for this tragedy of errors, Mr. 
Heck had against him, not only a judge 
whose ruling, the Commissioners state, 
“cannot be supported,” but the police, the 
prison authorities, and tie Home Office. 
Had it, not been for the accident: of 
John Smith haying returned “to—England 
in 1903, and recommencing his old frauds, 
Mr. Beck would undoubtedly still be in 
prison, The police who arrested Smith 
identified Beck as that) man, wilhesses 
they secured invariably identified him as 
the swindler they “wanted,” while” the 
prison authorities “omitted” to enter that 
vital piece of evidence as to identity in the 
place where it should have been entered. 
‘The one possibility of escape that remained 
for an innocent man lay in the strict and 
conscientious exercise of its duties of re- 
vision bythe Home Office, and the.Commis- 
sioners deserve the gratitude of the public 
for having unearthed the manner in which 
that duty is performed, With regard to 
compensation it is stated that the Treasury 
have offered Mr. Beck £5,000, Seven years 
in Portland Prison, the loss of 41,000 in 
expenditure in the endeavour to clear him- 
self, and all. the character and notoriety in- 
volved in the nature of the judgment, are 
not likely to find much solatium in an offer 
of this kind. Whether it is accepted or 
not makes but lite «difference ; Mr. 
Beck cannot bave full reparation made 
to him, because to an innocent man full re- 
paration is impossible. ‘The publicity which 
has attended his vindication will, however, 
scarcely put an end to the doubts existing as 
lo whether everything is going on for the best 
in the best of all possible judicial systems. 
Hitherto, a general belief in the excepional 
excellence of that system has prevailed, 
and it is, perhaps, not a bad thing that 
we should be reminded occasionally that 
perfection cannot be obtained even in king: 
onde Beck case will long remain

Secondly, the Commissioners 
recommend the strengthening of the legal 
staf! at the Home Office, in order that 
points of law may no longer be left to the 
comprehension of gentlemen wholly desti- 
tute of legal training. ‘Thirdiy, they would 
put an end to the existing lack of co-ordina- 
tion and cohesion between the Home 
Office, the police, the Public Prosecutor, 
and the Judges, by which it is possible for 
each of them to be in blissful ignorance of 
what another is perfectly aware of, Lastly, 
they would abolish the grim joke of the 
Roya! “ pardon” of the wrongfully convict- 
ed. All these recommendations are, un- 
questionably, valuable—so far as they go. 
But do they go far enough? That is the 
question over which the legal. profession is 
now preplexed. %

The fate of the Legaspi is settled so far as 
human efforisare concerned, says the Cudlenews, 
of tstinst The Manshan which wag sent out 
‘by the naval authorities, after se: uring the seas 


‘Tin every conceivable locality to which the 


monsoon might have driven her, bas returned 
tothe harbour without solving in the slightest 
degree the mystery of her disappearance, 


The sunken reefs which abound in the south- 
east portion of the China sen have been thor- 
oughly searched and nol a vestige of wrecking, 
not a tell tale floating timber, or the Roating™ 
carcase of one of the 2:0 odd cattle, the ill 
fated steamer had on board, was to be seen. 

The passengers as far as known were: Sr, J. 
Reyes, Sres. Anguisoli, two brothers, C. H. 
Hyde, Joseph Finland, T. W. Johnston, and L, 
Glowen. : 

The captain was the son of Sr, Yrribar, the 
owner, and the first officer, Bell, is an ex- 
employe of the coust guard service; the re- 
mainder of the crew numbering 60 men, are 
Filipinos whrse names are not known, but 

-who-are-doubtless being mourned to-day, 


Senor Yeribar yesterday said that he had. 
g ven up hope, now the Manshan had returned 
without news, and bowed to the inevitable. It 
was plain to see that the long suspense term- 
inating in the shattering of all hope on the 
Nanshan's return, had almost prostrated the 
old father. 

The most reasonable suppnsition is that the 
Legasti, heavily loaded and: watlowing in the 
trough of a heavy sea, was overwhelmed by 
one of those giant waves which ‘follow at fre- 
quent intervals in heavy weather, and sank like 
a stone to the bottom. 

The possibility of her foundering on a reef 
seems to be discredited by the total absence of: 
wreckage, which would surely have been no- 
ticed by some one of the many steamers who 
have been on the lookout for her, in that event. 


A bare possibility remains that the Legaspi 
may yet turn up, that she may be harboured. 
jn some remote spot, far away fram communi- 
cation, and in that possibility lies the hope 
which those most dearly concerned will cling 
toas a drowning man grasps at a siraw. . 

Human endeavour has done all that can be 
done, and it looks as if, in the fate of the 
Legaspi, another tragedy had been enacted far. 
from human aid, in the wreck strewn waters cf 
the China sea.
